Chilean prof may come here 



McGill's anthropology depart- 
ment has applied for a Canada 
Council grant to hire a Chilean 
academic, Professor Bernard 
Arcand said yesterday. 

He said the Chilean, whose 
name could not be released for 
security reasons "could very well 
be" in danger under the new 
military junta.. 

Arcand said his department,, 
together with McGill's Centre for 
Developing Area Studies, sent in 
the application in early November 



but "we've had no feedback yet". 

He said anthropology professors 
decided at a departmental meeting 
that the Canada Council's 
program allowing universities 
to invite guest lecturers or 
speakers from Europe or Latin 
America would be "a good 
opportunity to do something for 
Chile". 

"We' hope other departments 
will follow our example," Arcand 
said. "This is part of a much wider 




movement which is beginning in 
Canada." ^ 

He~~ said the Association of 
Canadian Universities and Col- 
leges (ACUC) "has taken a fairly 
sympathetic stand, encouraging 
its members to do something for 
Chile." The Canadian Association 
of Anthropology and Sociology is 
informing various departments 
which Chileans are available. 

"There are sources for funds," 
Arcand said. "If there was a 
concerted effort by all universities 
and colleges, it could do something 
to help the problems of Chileans 
and, as well, force the hand of the 
Canadian government." 

Arcand said after his depart- 
ment agreed in principle to hire a 
Chilean, he contacted the 
Quebec-Chile Solidarity Commit- 
tee which provided him with a list 
of Chileans available for university 
posts. 

The Chilean academic chosen by 
the anthropology department 
turned out to be "a very qualified" 
person, said Arcand, and "we're 
now competing with Cambridge 
for him." 

Arcand said that though the 
Canada Council grant was, only for 
four months at a maximum, official 
sponsorship would be crucial in' 
obliging Canadian ambassador to 
Chile Andrew Ross to accept a 
refugee.

MSM member 
arrested 




McGill Student Movement mem- 
ber Robert Wallace was arrested in 
the Union yesterday for the second 
time in four days. 

Wallace, one of the four MSM 
members banned from the Union 
by Students' Society Internal Vice- 
President Mark Bernier last Thur- 
sday after a fight broke out dur ... 
an MSM "mass democracy" meet- 
ing on Zionism, was arrested after 
he began denouncing the "fascist" 
measures used by Bernier. 

"When did the Students' Council 
ask the permission of the students 
to launch this fascist attack?" said 
Wallace. 

Wallace and the three others 
were charged Friday with disturb- 
ing the peace and assault after 
police entered the Union on the 
instructions of building manager 
Frank Costi. 

Yesterday Costi told Wallace' 



police have a letter from Bernier 
banning Wallace from the Union. 
When Wallace refused to leave, 
four policemen called in by Costi 
carried him out struggling. 
• He was charged with assault, 
and released yesterday afternoon. 
Ian Hyman, another MSM mem- 
ber, continued to denounce Costi, 
Bernier,' and the police to a small 
group of students in the Union 
lobby. 

"It's the most times I've ever 
called the cops and I've been here 
seven years." said Costi. "It's going 
to happen like this every day. After 
the third time if they don't listen, 
they may get a jail sentence." 

Bernier based his right to ban 
the MSM members from the Union 
on the manual of rules and 
regulations for the Union, which 
gives the building manager "com- 
plete authority for the control of... 
all security matters."

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James Bay: 

Indians' welfare overlooked

Boyce Richardson, a Montreal 
journalist and author of the book 
James Bay, yesterday applauded 
Justice Albert Maloufs decision to 
uphold the right of individuals to 
sue the Crown and the companies 
it represents if it "acts beyond its 
responsibility." 

Richardson was the featured 
speaker at a forum sponsored by 
the ASUS and the Debating Union 
to discuss the James Bay situation 
in the light of the latest 
developments. Also participating 
in the discussion were Tony 
Belcourt, President of the Native 
Council of Canada, Mark Zannis, a 
former member of the James Bay 
task force and Kari Levitt, 
Economics professor at McGiil and 
the author of Silent Surrender. 

Michel Celemenski, moderator 
of the discussion, began the 



evening by showing "Job's Gar- 
den," a film by Richardson. It 
depicted the Inuit way of life and 
how this would be disrupted by 
the hydro project. 

Richardson then described the 
Indians' seven-month-long court 
case and read significant passages 
from Maloufs decision to support 
aboriginal land claims. 'The 
money committed, while substan- 
tial, cannot be allowed to cloud the 
issue," Richardson said. Maloufs 
decision, that the project violates 
the Indians' constitutional rights, 
was based on the fact that "the 
project is irreparably damaging - 
their way of life." 

Richardson stated his "disgust" 
with the rapidity of the appeal to 
override the injunction Malouf 
placed on the project. 

Belcourt, who explained the 
native land claims issue, called the 



appeal a "slap in the face" to the 
Indian people. He warned that 
frustration in several northern 
communities is reaching the 
boiling point and that soon 
"negotiations" will cease and 
"bloody destruction" will begin. 

Zannis claimed that the gov- 
ernment's policy to remove the 
Indians from their land is "a 
systematic . process of destruc- 
tion." He pointed to the U.N. 
Genocide Convention, and said 
that it specifically prohibits this 
type of cultural erosion. 

Levitt brought up the question of 
whether the electricity to be 
produced in James Bay is really 
needed. "Is Quebec's need for 
power so urgent that construction 
should proceed with such indecent 
haste?" she asked. 

While stating the familiar 



argument that much of the 
electricity is produced for export 
and for sale to mining companies, 
she also cited a particular project 
that may have helped provincial 
officials decide to build the Hydro 
complex. Rio Tinto Zinc, Levitt 
explained, revealed several years 
ago that it was considering 
building a uranium enrichment 
plant in Quebec. This would 
require a large hydro-electric 
source and, therefore, Levitt 
suggested, could have been a 
major consideration in going ahead 
with the plans for James Bay. 

The discussion stressed the 
Quebec government's— and parti- 
cularly Bourassa's— lack of con- 
cern for the Indians' welfare, but a 
spokesman was unavailable to 
defend the government's posi- 
tion.

An open letter from Earle Taylor: 



How Dr. Henry Morgentaler 
aborted our by-laws 

In reference to your editorial on 
the corporation by-laws once 
again, I must admit that you were 
right that the original by-laws of 
the corporation were bad and that 
we made a mistake by sending 
them to Quebec without examin- 
ing them carefully. We have 
learned from these mistakes that 
our lawyers are fallible. 

You are wrong about one thing, 
however, we did not send these 
by-laws to Quebec so that we could 
put our "frtëhUs" on the Board of 
Directors. The problems in the 
by-laws arose out of the following 
series of extenuating circum- 
stances. 

Until this incident with the 
by-laws, the law firm of Robinson, 
Sheppard, Shapiro, Borenstein 
and Flam, has proven itself to be 
more than competent in handling 
the affairs of the McGiil Students' 
Society. 

As you pointed out in your 
editorial, Mr. Charles Flam (the 
man you sô crassly referred to as 
"Flim" Flam and to whom 
consequently, you owe an apology) 
is the partner of the above firm 
who personally handles our legal 
affairs. 

Of late, Mr. Flam's law firm has 
been representing Dr. Henry 
Morgentaler in his fight against 
the federal government's abortion 
laws. All 11 partners of the firm 
played an important role in 
helping Mr. Sheppard present the 
defense successfully. (This was 
probably one of the most impor- 
tant judicial decisions of the 
decade.) 

Needless to say, Mr. Flam, as a

senior partner in the firm, was 
more involved in the Morgentaler 
case than some of the junior 
partners. As a result, the job of 
writing our by-laws was given to a 
Mr. Leibman who.was not entirely 
familiar with the constitution of 
the Students' Society. 

The corporation by-laws were 
supposed to correspond as closely 
as possible to the constitution. We 
discovered, after submitting the 
by-laws to the Quebec govern- 
ment, that much to our chagrin, 
this was not the case. We have 
since followed up our original 
submission with a revised set of 
by-laws, which should prove 
satisfactory to all councillors and 
members of the Students' Society. 

Although Mr. Leibman has 
taken full responsibility for the 
inadequacies of the original 
by-laws, I would suggest that it 
was a simple misunderstanding of 
the fact that our requirements are 
quite different from those of a 
normal corporation. In a small 
corporation, a quorum of two, for 
instance, is considered acceptable 
for conducting business. But 
obviously, this is inappropriate for 
the Students' Society. 

Finances, from hamburger to 
Gainesburgcr 

As I confessed before, we were 
wrong to send the by-laws to 
Quebec on the assumption that 
they were in proper order. We 
were admittedly anxious to have 
this legal transaction completed so 
that we could move quickly toward 
getting the liquor licence for the 
pub. We are already two weeks 
behind schedule. This concern for 
the . pub does not excuse what 
happened to the by-laws, but it 



does explain our motives behind 
submitting them prematurely. 

Perhaps your response to this 
will be something along the lines 
of, "Who needs a pub anyway?". I 
must emphatically state at this 
point that the Students' Society 
needs it. We cannot continue to 
give the Daily, for example, a 
budget of $90,000 to $100,000 each 
year if we do hot start getting 
some new sources of revenue. 

This can be accomplished in one 
of two ways: Firstly, we could 
raise the Students' Society fees 
but, as a referendum is required, 
this would probably be impossible 
to achieve; secondly, we could try 
the capitalist game in an effort to 
take in some extra funds while 
continuing to'provide the students 
with low cost services. 

We are going to have to make 
financial decisions of this nature 
very soon if this Students' Society 
is going to continue to exist. 

Tonight, the best show in town 

With this view of finances in 
mind Ms Mandell, I strongly urge 
you to attend the executive 
committee meeting this week (for 
a change) and to use your right to 
vote in executive meetings con- 
structively. 

For the first time in many years, 
we are slowly gaining 'an idea of 
the total financial picture of this 
Society. It is about time that some 
sense began to be made out of the 
Students' Society's confusing fin- 
ancial affairs. 

Wo are going to have to work 
together to plan the future of the 
Society based on sound fiscal 
considerations. The Daily's role as 
an information service and as' a 
mobilizcr of student opinion - is 



vital to determining the outcome 
of these plans. 

Finances will no doubt be the 
pivotal point of the Council 
meeting this Wednesday night. 
May I suggest that you reserve 
some space in Thursday's Daily to 
cover the outcome of the meeting 
— it should be of paramount 
concern to every student nt this 
university. 

The financial position of the 
Students' Society has, over the 
past few years, become a serious 
problem. This, Ms Mandell, is not a 
political issue. 

I hope you will make use of the 
medium at your disposal and 
encourage all students' to attend 
this next, very important meeting 
of Council.

The same editorial that 
he calls "poorly researched, " was 
written after talking to Taylor 
himself, who agreed at the time 
that the by-laws were clearly 
. dictatorial 

It is the Daily's policy to print all 
letters submitted to it unless they 
are unintelligible, illegible or very 
out of date. The Daily has printed, 
as they come along, all anti-Daily 
letters. Very few newspapers can 
make the same claim. The paper 
encourages readers to write 
letters and comments' to us 
expressing views that dissent 
from or complement its own. 

Taylor should not so self-right- 
eously claim that the executive has 
accomplished much this year. It 
has been able to impede student 
support for the fall's maintenance 
workers' strike, daycare, Chile 
solidarity, etc. But it has not put 
any major plaits into action since 
taking office.

After the recent bloody events in 
Greece, in which students played a 
leading role, itbocame evident that 
youth had become the major force 
fighting against the military junta. 

Its actions superseded the spon- 
taneity and illusions of the terror- 
ists, as well as the "paper wars" of 
politicians and resistance organiz- 
ations in the country. 

Student slogans, including "Am- 
ericans out," "Death to Fascism," 
"Power to the Workers." "C.I. A. 
Out," and "Junta to the Squad," 
demonstrated the political charac- 
ter of the student movement. 
1 Before concluding that this 
movement was sparked by roman- 
ticism, spontaneity or immaturity, 
one should examin«*he movement 
to better understand its political 
and social character. 

One should also analyse the way 
in which Greek youth reached the 
present stage of struggle against 
the armed gangs of the dictator- 
ship, and what the basis of this 
conflict is. 

Changes of class structure

Large petty bourgeois groups, 
which used to live by serving the 
interests of the bourgeoisie, found 
themselves out of the competition 
prevailing among the multinational 
corporations which had moved in. 

Large-scale capitalist productive 
forces put an end to the small-scale 
producers; American supermar- 
kets closed small neighbourhood 
grocers, and farmers fell under 
increasing pressure to sell their 
products at prices fixed by the 
dictatorship. 

The misery of the petty bourge- 
oisie and the farmers, which was

caused by the competition men 
tioned above, forced these groups 
to adopt many different solutions.. 

One solution was to encourage 
their children to pursue a higher 
education in the hope of equipping 
them properly for uncertainties 
awaiting them in the changes in 
Greek capitalist society. 

In this way it is possible to 
account for the great rise in 
post-secondary students in the last 
decade. The number increased 
from 28,000 in 1961 to 87,000 in 
1971. 

The educatioi 
Such a rapid in 
immature capitalist society causes 
problems within the educational 
and social system. Moreover, when 
foreign corporations are unable to 
employ these graduates, explosive 
■contradictions in the class arena 



re born. 
This is exactly what happened in 
Greece. Greek students discovered 
that their university diplomas no 
longer had the prestige they had 20 
years ago. They also understood 
• like most of their counterparts in 
other capitalist societies, that they 
did not form the intellectual lead- 
ership of their society. 

Instead, they were part of the 
working class, since they were 
obliged to sell their intellectual 
powers to survive. Jobs waiting for 
them after graduation were alien- 
ating and uncrcative. 

Naturally, the Greek bourgeoisie 
quickly realized the danger arising 
from the increased student popula- 
tion and therefore applied, and 
continues to apply, a harsh system 
of entrance exams based upon 
strict filtering of the students' 
political beliefs. 

During the entrance examina- 
tion period, a lot of psychological 
pressure is applied to candidates 
because of the fixed number of 
places at the universities. During 
the 1964-65 school year, under the 
Papandreou government, 23,000 of 
the 32,069 candidates entered 
university, that is, 71.5 per cent of 
all applicants. In the academic year 
1971-72, with the junta in power, 
only 13,882 of 53,742 candidates 
were successful, that is, 25.8 per 
cent of all applicants. In 1971-72, 
11,000 of 48,816 candidates, or 22.8 
per cent, received university ac- 
planées. These figures indicate 
at the fascistic regime of the 
bourgeoisie and foreign monopolies 
have set Greek education back. 

Even under such restrictive 
enrollment policies, an overpro- 
duction of graduates is still occur- 
ring and creating social problems 



that the Greek capitalist society 
cannot, handle. 

A new awareness in students 

The students arc aware of the 
problems the bourgeois system has 
created. They also know that the 
society is unable to find solutions, 
not because of bad will, but because 
of the historical and social nature of 
the prevailing system. The student 
population is aware that the 
answer lies in social and political 
change. ' 

Thus, the fact that Greek stu- 
dents are now condemning any 
type of compromise solutions to 
society's ills is not a matter- of 
chance. Slogans broadcast from 
their radio station during the 
three-day-long siege at the Athens 
Polytcchnical school indicate this. 

Because of their own problems, 
the students ha ve taken an interest 
in the nature and structure ' of 
bourgeois society. Thus, it is not 
accidental that the majority of 
Greek students have found an 
answer in socialist ideals. 

Their struggle for liberation 
shares a common basis with the 
struggles for other oppressed 
groups in the country. For all these 
oppressed groups, only a change in 
social structure will enable people 
• to liberate themselves spiritually 
as well as materialistically. 

The militant attitude which has 
emerged in Greece is evidence that 
ihe students are acting in accor- 
dance with a revolutionary stra- 
tegy. 

Many onlookers thought that the 
student movement was romantic as 
well as disorganized. However, the 
opposite has been proved. The 
Greek students- were organized 
and rational in their actions. 1 ' 



The aftermath of the riots 
Evcnifthis phase of the struggle 
did not succeed in dealing the junta 
a mortal blow, it succeeded at least 
in crushing the myth of an almighty 
junta, and it opened new horizons 
for an anti-fascist struggle to 
follow. 

Students avoided the mistake of 
waging an armed struggle alone 
against the might of the junta. 
Instead, their strategy was to 
mobilize Greek citizens to go out 
into the streets- and paralyse the 
fascist machinery. 
Although the students failed to 
win the support of the majority of 
Greeks, it is clear they succeeded in 
winning the backing of a large 
number of workers and peasants. 
The failure to win over the whole 
working class and peasantry lies 
with all the anti-fascist political 
parties and resistance organiza- 
tions that did not try to mobilize 
the masses. 

As the students themselves 
announced from their amateur 
radio station, they began a struggle 
which must be completed by all 
oppressed Greeks. 

Through their actions, the Greek 
students brought an end to the 
illusion held by liberal politicians of 
achieving social change in Greece 
through elections and parliament- 
ary means under the 1968 consti- 
tution. 

Once more Greek youth, stu- 
dents and workers have spilled 
blood for freedom and democracy 
in their country. They are the ones 
who inspire, and will continue to 
inspire, all oppressed Greeks to 
further their struggle and to crush 
the instrument of international 
imperialism, the dictatorship of 
George Papadopoulos.

Secret documents discovered 

Dii^Marx recant? 



COLOGNE - (UPI) - Shock 
waves reverberated through 
the Communist world yester- 
day as the discovery of an 
unpublished work by Karl 
Marx was announced in Col- 
ogne, West Germany. 

The manuscript, entitled 
"New Reflections on the 
Theorgy of Class Struggle," 
is a startling rejection of 
much of Marx's earlier thou- 
ght and was apparently writ- 
ten in 1883, the year of his 
death. 

Dr. Heinrich Kissinghoff, 
the eminent German histor- 
ian who stumbled upon the

manuscript while rummag- 
ing through a Cologne wine 
cellar, said the manuscript 
"proves that the whole cour- 
se of European history since 
Marx's death has been a 
tragic irony, based on a 
premise that the philosopher 
himself rejected." 

In the manuscript Marx 
admits that he was wrong to 
say that "all history is the 
history of class struggle", 
and calls on his followers to 
"reject revolution and vio- 
lence and concern yourselves 
with bettering the existing, 
system through sane and 
healthy reforms and with the 



development of your spirit- 
ual selves." 

Kissinghoff speculated 
that Marx confided his inten- 
tion of publishing, the new- 
work to some of his asso- 
ciates and that they murder- 
ed him. 

When asked if the late 
Bolshevik leader V. I Lenin 
could have been involved in 
the murder cover-up, the 
historian replied, "No, I 
think that's going a bit too 
far. After all, Lenin was only 
thirteen years old at the time 
of Marx's death. But on the 
other hand, no possibility 
should be totally ruled out." 



UN won't merge with leftists

QUEBEC — Gabriel Lou- 
bier yesterday quashed ru- 
mours about an impending 
merger between his badly- 
battered Union Nationale 
party and the far left Com- 
munist Party of Quebec 
(Marxist-Leninist). 

The UN leader dismissed 
the rumours as "wishful 
thinking" during a hastily- 
organized press conference 
in this city's Taverne Dup- 
lcssis, a well-known water- 
ing hole for political has- 
beens. 



"It looked like our last 
chance to come but of the 
wilderness," sighed tipsy 51- 
year-old lawyer, whose party- 
was virtually wiped out in 
the Oct. 29 "election. 

"With our five percent and 
PCQ(M-L)'s0.01 percent we 
would have been in a strong 
position to take on the 
Liberals in 1977," said 
Loubier. 

He said the PCQ(M-L) had 
rejected the merger proposal 
because it did not think the 
UN has a political future in 
Quebec.

New home planned for James Bay Indians

The James Bay Development Corpora- 
tion yesterday unveiled . plans for a 
multi-million dollar construction project in 
downtown Montreal, designeo*to end the 
current impasse on the giant hydroelectric 
project. 

Details of the stunning development 
were released to newsmen last night by 
Quebec premier Robert Bourassa, at an 
unusual press conference held in- the 
swimming pool on the roof of Place Bona- 
venture. 

The new project, as described by 
Bourassa, entails the construction of a 
vast residential complex in the shape of a 
giant wigwam— to be known as Hiawatha 
Plaza— on the wooded slopes of Mount 



Royal. 

Bourassa said the 1.476 Crée Indians 
' and Eskimos concerned Had not yet been 
consulted about their feelings on the mat- 
ter but added, bobbing excitedly up and 
down in the water, "When they hear what 
we have to offer them— how can they re- 
fuse?" 

"Bourassa said the architectural plans 
approved by the Quebec government in- 
clude two large indoor swimming pools, 
five sauna baths, three beauty 
establishments, several massage parlors, 
various discotheques, a casino, and an 
all-night liquor store. 

Each individual, air conditioned apart- 
ment will come complete with wall-to-wall 
carpeting, a colour television set, an ice 
maker, an electric toothbrush, and various 



totem poles for miscellaneous use. 

Bourassa hastened to add tha 
cultural identity of the native people— 
"something after all, very close to my 
heart"— had not been neglected. 

"In that respect," said the Premier, "I 
have insisted upon, and have been assured 
by my advisers, that the hunting facilities 
in the area are simply excellent" 

"The mountain is practically teeming 
with squirrels and sparrows— and if that 
isn't enough, we are prepared to ship 
them the odd seal or two from the Granby ' 
Zoo," the Premier added triumphantly, 
executing a graceful pirouette in the pool 
to illustrate his point. 

It is hoped that the project, which is to 
bp funded in its initial stages by the sale of 
James Bay commemorative medallions.
